Gives His Opinion of the 
Prevailing "Rash." 


The1 following communication was 


sent to The Journal last evening after 
being refused publication In the Ga- 
zette: 


Reno, Nevada, February 17 1908. 


In the hope of aiding our people to a 


better understanding of existing condl- 
lons here at present, tet me say that, 
from my reading of medical journals, 


gather that there la now wide-spread 


over the United State* what appears to 
be a new disease that in Its flrst stages 
very closely reaembl«e a mild form of 
small-pox. 
Its appearance In this 


lountry was colnolfl£«t with th* return 
of our soldiers from Cuba and the 
Philippines. 
Hence the names "Cuba 


•tch", "Filipino Itch" and "Manila 
Rash." Whether or not it is reaHy a 
new disease or a modified form of 
small-pox is still undecided. At flrst 
nearly all physicians were disposed to 
think it a very mild form of the latter. 
At present the tendency seems to be to 
regard It aa a. distinct disease, new to 
us. Personally, I have seen nothing of 
t, but I learn that-the points of resem- 
>lance are similar symptoms preceding 
.he eruption, but milder in the new 
disease, and an eruption very closely 
resembling that of small pox. Both are 
contagious rather than Infectious. 


The points of difference are that in 


small-pox the period of incubation, 
that is the time from exposure to erup- 
lon, is from ten to fifteen days, Inthis 
'orm eighteen to twenty-one days. The 
pains in the back, etc 
that precede 


eruption are more severe in small-pox 
:han in this. So too with the fever. 
After the eruption In small-pox we 
have what is called the secondary fever 
more severe in true small-pox than 
that which precedes the eruption. In 
:his the fever abates on the appear- 
ance of the eruption and does not re- 
urn 
Small-pox pockmarks, this does 


not. 
A temporary redness and shini- 


ness is all that remains. 
Small-pox 


very rarely attacks the same person 
more than once. In this, second attacks 
n the same person within a few 
months are not uncommon. Vaccina- 
tion protects from small-pox but not 
from this. 
The mortality In this is 


but very, very small, whereas In true 
small-pox it is very great, 25 per cent 
to 40 per cent. Even in varioloid it is 
much greater than In this. 


A consideration of these facts* favors 


the presumption that the disease now 
with us is not small-pox 
At the same 


time let us remeber that this Is not 
a certainty—that true small-pox is 
prevailing in a malignant form in some 
parts of the United States and Is liable 
to appear here any day—that vaccina- 
tion is a sure protection against It in 
ts malignancy, and that, If properly 
done, with the best virus procurable, 
vaccination is harmless. Let urf also 
remember that on the first appearance 
of this disease it has almost universal- 
ly been called small-pox by the best 
medical men and that it Is better our 
health officers should be over-cautious 
than that they should be careless. A 
health officer's life Is not a happy one 
at best.
